- the amount of methacrylate compounds in the total acrylic components is not given or not 
derivable. 

- there is apparently no mo nofu notional monomers of which the homopolymer has a Tg of 
1 sec or more (said Tg was not found for the monofunctional monomer.

The solution to the problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered as 
involving an inventive step over D1 (Article 33(3) PCT) since it implies the combination and 
choice of two technical features.
